Girl Scouts’ project for the next 
two years is to be “Schoolmates 
Overseas” to augment the pre- 
sent policy of international friend- 
ship. 

The speaker said that the cloth- 
;ing kits, which the Girl Scouts 
all over the United States have 
been supplying to the girls over- 
seas will be replaced by the school 
bags, as the United States is the 
only country which supplies the 
needs of these students. She said 
that although only 100,000 cloth- 
ing kits were asked for, the Girl 
Scouts had actually shipped 150,- 
000. 

Speaking of the international 
friendship theme, Mrs. Thum 
said that the scouts should not 
look for the differences in people 
of other nationalities, but rather 
for the similarities of all peoples 
everywhere. She said that with 
the emancipation of the Japanese, 
the scouting movement in Japan 
has increased from 400 girls be- 
fore the war to over 4,000 in the 
years following. 

According to national statistics, 
there are now 1,468,296 girls in 
Scout troops, — one out of every 
ten girls from seven to 17 is in 
scouting. There are 331,000 lead- 
ers and other volunteer workers. 
It costs the national organization 
—$1.37 per person in Girl Scouts 
today. This is paid for partly by 
the dollar registration dues each 
year, and is made up by the sale 
of equipment, “American Girl’ 
subscriptions and private dona- 
tions.
